Another non-Mormon farming town was 
settled on the Las Angeles and Salt Lake 
Railroad in 1897 nineteen miles south of 
Delta and seven miles west of a natural 
desert pond called Clear Lake. 

The present site of Clear Lake is at the 
Crossroads on paved State Highway 257 


about 15 miles south of U.S. Highway 6-50.

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Presently more than 100 shops and business are open at Trolley Square, with more 
pening every month. Included in Trolley Seuare are movie threatres, restaurants, 
night spots, sicewaik cafes, gift shops, specialty stores, jewelry stores, clothing 
and accessory svores, and open market, artists! workshops, home furnishings, and sev~ 
oral service-oriented businesses including a bank, savings & loan offices, beauty of- 
‘ices, service stations, etc. You name it, it's there. The bays inside the carbarn 
are interconnected like streets with shops tucked away in corners, around courtyards 
and. along brick walkways where shoppers will find woodcarvers, leathercrafters, dia- 
mond cutters, to bakers and seamstresses to glass blowers and stained glass workers. 

The Square is one of the largest private renovation projects in the nation, and 
vas been designed to preserve much of the state's historical} past, The developer 
stated, "Many parts of Utah's historic mansions and buildings scheduled for demolition 
Nave been preserved and incorporated into the design of Trolley Square. Thus far we 
ave helped restore a portion of Utah's history in an open market atmosphere for ev- 
eryone To enjoy.” 

in 1975 Trciley Square was selected to be listed on the Utah State Register of 
istorical sites, which is a unique distinction for a shopping center. An appropriate 
siaque {is located at the south entrance.
